A new committee for sewage 
disposal was formed on the New- 
market council Monday night at 
its inaugural meeting. Mayor 

Jos. Vale said that it was the 
first time in 25 years that a 
special committee had been 
formed to deal with sewage 
problems. 

"It is a very important com- 
mittee and it involves a very 

large expenditure," * said the 
mayor. "There will be a lot of 
work for the members of this 
committee." 

While the various committees 
were being struck, councillors 
Evans and Bowser pointed out 
that two men made too small a 
committee for tho finance and 
industrial committee. The tent- 
ative slate had several two- 
men committees listed. 

Councillor VanZant said that 
he thought there should be at 



least three men on each. Coun- 
cillor Paynter also wanted a 

third man on the road and 
bridge committee. 

Said Councillor Bowser, "Not 
that I am looking for another 
job, but I think the chairmen of 
the road and bridge and the 
water committees should be on 
finance and industry since they 
would be involved in any in- 
dustrial expansion work." 

It was generally agreed that 
committees should not be too 
large. The larger the committee, 

it was said, tho more difficult it 
would be to contact members 
for quick decisions. Reeve A. D. 
Evans and Mr. Bowser were 
added to the finance and indus- 
try committee. 

The mayor pointed out that 
practically all detailed work is 
done by committees. The policy 
in general, he said, is determined 
by the whole council.

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The Rockefeller Foundation 
has given former Prime Minis- 
ter Mackenzie King $100,000 to 
finance his work upon his 
memoirs. Mr. King's papers 
arc of great national interest. 
His active political life spanned 
n period of Canada's greatest 
development in which his role 
was always a large one. 

Considering the significance 
of these papers, it is scarcely 
creditable to Canada thai an 
United States charitable found- 
ation must finance his work 
upon them. Surely Canada, 
with its assumption of adult- 
hood, should also recognize its 

debt to its public men. The 
question is not whether Mr. 
King was right or wrong, good 
or bad. Mr. King was at the 
nation's helm through a series 

of national crises. Anything he 
can say about the events in 
which he was such a prominent 
participant is valuable. Since 
Mr. King retired, he has sought 
a certain amount of retirement 
from the public view and such 
is Canada's ingratitude towards 
its public figures, that retire- 
ment was gracelcssly encourag- 
ed. It was as if the nation 
would be quit of him. Mr. 
King has never been a popular 
figure but only in Canada 
would he have been so forgot- 
ten. 

Canadians look upon their 
politicians with a distrust. 
They accept the necessity of 
politicians, but popular opin- 
ion attributes little virtue to 
them. Why is it that way? Is 
H a national memory of bung- 
ling colonial officers and Fam- 
ily Compacts? Is it because so 
many Canadians have in their 
family a history of persecution 
by political and religious auth- 
orities or is it simply because, 
unlike the Americans, we have 
never made heroes of our 
founding fathers and thus be- 
gun a noble tradition of public 
service and leadership? 



Ginger 
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All men ih public office can 
expect a strong savoring of 
public criticism in their politi- 
cal life. But we doubt that 
many other countries or com- 
munities subject their political 
leaders to the harsher penal- 
ties of indifference , that Cana- 
dians do. We reverse the rule 
of the courts, that a man is 
innocent until proven guilty. 
We say of politicians that they 
are guilty until proven inno- 
cent. 

We arc familiar enough with 
our Champlains, our Fronten- 
acs, Simcoes, Cabots, and the 
history of our Mounted Police, 
but what we know of our- great 
political leaders — our MacDon- 
alds, I-auriers, Mackenzies — 
is gleaned from brief statistics 
of birth and death, and the oc- 
casional anecdotes we read in 
newspapers and magazines. We 
have no political biographers 
worthy of the name and prob- 
ably the reason for it is that 
few Canadians would bother to 
read good biographies of our 
political leaders if they were 
written. 

The wonder of it is that Can- 
adians have the leadership they 
do in parliament, in city and 
town hall, in village and town- 
ship chambers. For Canada, in 
the main, is a very well govern- 
ed country — we mean as far as 
administrative details are con- 
cerned. We have had few scan- 
dals and although bureaucracy 
is now permanently with us, it 
is not yet of one inflexible 
mentality, and still believes 
that it is first of all a servant 
of the people and not a life 
unto its own. 

But no explaining or wonder- 
ing is going to change the fact 
that a national figure, a man 
who led his country for more 
years than any leader of a 
democratic country, Is writing 
his memoirs on funds provided 
by a charitable foundation in 
the United States.

The town council has approved the membership of 

Newmarket in the proposed health unit for northern 
York county municipalities, but that approval was not 
without reservation* Both Mayor Vale and the medical, 
officer of health, Dr. Lowell W. Dales, who is also 
experienced in municipal government, sec in the forma- 
tion of the health unit another long step towards the 
centralization of municipal administration in Queen's 
Park. 

The principle underlying the establishment of a 
health unit is similar to that of the high school (u*ea: 
the financing of health services for several municipal- 
ities by proportionate contributions from participants 
in the unit. In this way, a higher standard of health 
service is established for all participating municipalities 
at a lower cost per capita than would otherwise be 
possible. 

Newmarket has a public health nurse, a sanitary 
inspector, a medical officer, and a full program of 
health service to the citizens. Newmarket does not 
benefit particularly by membership in the unit. How- 
ever, neighboring municipalities do not have this ser- 
vice. By joining the unit and throwing its support be- 
hind the scheme, Newmarket is helping to bring that 
service to those who are now without. 

Newmarket, like other members of the unit, must 
forfeit however a certain amount of administrative 
control over its health services in favor of a board 
representative of all members of the unit. That, in 
itself, would not be a serious penalty. The objection 
to the unit raised by Mayor Vale and Dr. Dales arises 
from the fact that half of the cost of a health unit is 
paid by the provincial government which, with this 
payment, is able to exert a considerable influence upon 

the administration of the unit. 

* * ♦ 

The province has moved steadily towards a dom- 
ination of municipal administrations by giving financial 
assistance in growing measure. The provincial influ- 
ence is indirect and does not become immediately obvious 
to the citizens. It is best exemplified in the efforts of 
the Newmarket and Sutton high school board to build 
new wings for both Newmarket and Sutton high schools. 
The provincial department of education will contribute 
heavily towards the cost of these wings. Indeed, 
without the province's assistance, it is doubtful whether 
the additional accommodation could be provided, lint 
before the provincial grants are assured, the board must 
meet exacting conditions laid down by the province. 
Failure to satisfy the province means no grants. 

In varying degrees, most, if not all, provincial 
grants are made only after conditions laid down by the 
province have been mot, no matter what the project, 
whether it be the purchase of a highway grader or the . 
o|>craliou of a health unit. Under these terms, the 
local municipal administrations find their powers of 
choice severely limited and the province in a position 
to increasingly dictate to local administrations. 

In fairness to the province, this condition hast come 
about in part through a breakdown in many instance* 
of local self-government, through it system of taxation 
which directs enormous luuns into provincial coffers 
from sources that the local municipalities »'» unable 
to tap for their own use, and through the increasing _ 
cost of municipal administration. Again, citing I he 
instance of the high school area, it is doubt ftil that 
increased school accommodation could be conveniently 
provided by municipal taxation alone; provincial assist- 
ance is a necessity. And it is only reasonable that 
the province take steps to ensure that Its money 
will be put to what it considers the best use, The con- 
ditions attached to all provincial grants we know of 
are intended to establish the highest standard possible. 
The rub is when the province and a local administration 
conflict on Just what is the highest standard.

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In most instances, the insult of this trend towards 
increasing provincial authority over municipalities has 
been to the immediate advantage. The municipalities 
have been able to accomplish improvements which, 
without provincial assistance, would be impossible. 
The province's interest in local administration has also 
helped raise the standard and has often prevented 

what would have otherwise been an embarnssing de- 
cision by a council with the bit in its teeth. 

The danger is less obvious but very real. It is the 
same danger inlfcrent in current thinking which looks 
upon the government as a source from which financial 
blessings flow in an expanding torrent; The complex- 
ity of our living nowadays demands the government 
take a growing interest in the individual. The govern- 
ment must subsidize and insure, bonus and pension — 
and in the process slowly undermine the economic in- 
dependence of the people. The degree of deterioration 
in that independence can be measured by the fre- 
quency of the demands for more and more subsidizing, 
insuring, bonusing and pensioning. 

We are becoming more dependent upon the gov- 
ernment and less upon our own abilities. Carried to an 
extreme, and there is uothing to stop the process except 
our own common sense, our democracy will become its 
opposite, the absolute state. 

As the province advances increasingly into the 
municipal field, we become increasingly dependent upon 
it, instead of upon our own municipal councils. The 
essence of self-government is distilled in our small town 
council chambers. Without them self-government be- 
comes an empty phrase. 

The province has encroached upon local authority 
in the name of enforcing improved standards of ad- 
ministration but while succeeding in this objective, is 
destroying something infinitely more precious- 
municipal self-government. Yet as long as the mun- 
icipalities require outside financial assistance to build 
roads, schools and provide health service, this trend 
will continue. 

The answer is somewhere in the realm of econ- 
omics. The province is able to assert its authority 
because it has tax revenues from which to make grants 
to municipalities, if the municipalities had an oppor- 
tunity for a greater share in lax sources, thoy would 
be able to collect needed additional income as required 
without having it first pass through the mills at 
Queen's Park. 

How such a condition can be brought about, we 
have no Idea. We are certain, however, that as long 
as the municipalities are dependent upon provincial 
funds, the province will continue to encroach, with the 
best of intent ions, upon municipal authority to an ul- 
timate loss.

Eggs displayed at room temp- 
erature or in store windows drop 
rapidly in grade. Whenever pos- 
sible, buy eggs from merchunts 
who keep them under refrigera- 
tion. Keep eggs in the carton 
or container in a cool place, 
preferably the refrigerator and 
away from highly-flavored foods.

YOUNG HOPEFULS 
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Work Improves lalent 






Gary, teenager, has a natural 
talent for clever impersonations 
of movie actors; but he hates to 
memorize lines. 

With the talent that Gary pos- 
sesses, there is no need for mem- 
ory work as far as script in plays 
is concerned. Actually, he has 
the ability to so live the parts 
that he portrays just to amuse 
himself and his friends— that he 
should be acclaimed a born actor. 

If Gary were cast in a suitable 
part in a play, his characteriza- 
tion would start to live within 
him — and after a clear conception 
of his relation to the play and 
the other characters was estab- 
lished, Gary would soon start 
thinking as his character is sup- 
posed to think. Once an individ- 
ual thinks as the character he 
portrays, lines come quite natur- 
ally — unforced and unmemorized. 
Though at first the lines may 
not be the preferred ones of the 

author; at least, they arc appro- 
priate and adequate cue lines for 
the next speaker. 

Just as Gary has the ability 
to think as the character he is 
portraying, so has he the ability 



to feel as the character he por- 
trays. This ability to feel as 
another character, facilitates ac- 
tions that are consistent with the 
character* 

Gary is such a clever imper- 
sonator, that a director of plays 
should help minimize the diffi- 
culty he has In learning lines. 
After Gary understands the play 
as a whole and each and every 
scene in which he is involved, he 
should be cued for lines and ex- 
pected to have an answer — though 
no stress put on the exact words 
of the author until Gary decides 
he prefers the author's lines to 
his own. 

When Gary has reached that 
point, he can cue himself by cov- 
ering his lines and reading the 
cue lines that precede his speech- 
es He will find that this isn't 
such an arduous task as he sup- 
posed and on the nights of the 
performance, he will be well re- 
paid for his efforts. 

There is no mistaking the ac- 
tual advantages the natural-born 

actor possesses; yet, frequently, 
he needs help and encouragement 
to make the best use of his tal- 
ents.

Those old papers really carry 
hours and hours of good reading 
when they have been dug out of 
somebody's ceUar after about 50 
years. Iri the old Borealis we 
glanced through, we read a story 
about the Aurora Fire Brigade 
going to Orlllia for a competition 
With Bradford and outrunning 

the Bradford firemen, hooking 

up 230 feet of hose faster than 
the opposition arid returning 

home amid the cheers of the 
townsfolk who gathered at We!* 
lington and Yonge to greet the 
victorious heroes. - : 

No one needed medical aid in 
those days with patent medicine 
that could be token either inter- 
nally or externally and was said 
to be a never failing cure for 
sudden colds, chills, congestion, 
stoppage of circulation, cramps, 
pains in the stomach, summer 
and bowel complaints, sore 
throat, sprains, bruises, rheuma- 
tism, neuralgia, swclted face, 
toothache, burns and frost bites, 
etc. In the advertisement about 
this medicine it warned custom- 
ers to beware of imitations. And 
although the advertisement 
didn't say, we think that this 
wonderful well-maker could also 
be used as a cocktail mix, and 
likely was the counterpart of 
today's rubbing alcohol.
